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ABSTRACT 

This resource guide was developed to provide 
information about programs and services for students with 
disabilities at Florida's community colleges. Each of the 28 
community colleges has a two-page section, outlining: highlights of 
the institution; admission procedures; available publications; 
college statistics; services provided for specific disability 
categories (visual impairments, physical impairments, hearing 
impairments, specific learning disabilities, speech impairments, and 
other impairments); and important addresses and telephone numbers. 
Summaries of federal and state laws are provided, including the 
Americans with Disabilities Act, Section 504 of the Rehabilitation 
Act, as well as state regulations on admission and graduation 
requirements and on the College Level Academic Skills Test. The final 
section of the guide offers a brief summary of four support agencies 
that assist students with disabilities as they pursue their academic 
goals.

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ategories of Disabilities 



In order to provide services to 
students with disabilities, each 
community college asks for 
voluntary self-identification of 
students with a specific disability. 
This information is kepi 
confidential and is used for the 
purpose of aiding students in 
achieving their fullest potential 
while at the college. In addition, 
each college is required to submit 
annually, a confidential summary 
to the Department of Education 
which includes the number of 
r.tudents with disabilities by 
category. 

Listed below are the six categories 
of disabling conditions the State 
maintains as of September, 1992. 

1 . Visual Impairments: 

Disorders in the structure and 
function of the eye as manifested 
by at least one of the following: 
(1) visual acuity of 20/70 or less 
in the better eye after the best 
possible correction, (2) a 
peripheral field so constricted 
that it affects one's ability to 
function in an educational 
setting, (3) a progressive loss of 
vision which may affect one's 
ability to function in an 
educational setting. Examples 
include but are not limited to 
cataracts, glaucoma, nystagmus, 
retinal detachment, retinitis 
pigmentosa, and strabismus. 

2, Physical Impairments: 

Musculoskeletal and connective 
tissue disorders, neuromuscular 
disorders. Physically disabling 
conditions which may require an 
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adaptation to one's school 
environment or curriculum. 
Examples include but are not 
limited to cerebral palsy, absence 
of some oody member, clubfoot, 
nerve damage to the hand and 
arm, cardiovascular aneurysm 
(CVA), head injury and spinal 
cord injury, arthritis and 
rheumatism, intracranial 
hemorrhage, embolism, 
thrombosis (stroke), 
poliomyelitis, multiple sclerosis, 
Parkinson's disease, congenital 
malformation of brain cellular 
tissue, and physical disorders 
pertaining to muscles and nerves, 
usually as a result of disease or 
birth defect, including but not 
limited to muscular dystrophy 
and congenital muscle disorders. 

3. Hearing Impairments: 

A hearing loss of 30 decibels or 
greater, pure tone average of 
500, 1000,2000 Hz, ANSI, 
unaided, in the better ear. 
Examples include but are not 
limited to conductive hearing 
impairment or deafness, 
sensorineural hearing 
impairment or deafness, high or 
low tone hearing loss or 
deafness, and acoustic trauma 
hearing loss or deafness. 

4. Specific Learning Disabilities: 

A disorder in one or more of the 
basic psychological or 
neurological processes involved 
in understanding or in using 
spoken or written language. 
Disorders may be manifested in 
listening, thinking, reading, 
writing, spelling, or performing 
arithmetic calculations. 
Examples include dyslexia, 
dysgraphia, dysphasia, 
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dyscalculia, and other specific 
learning disabilities in the basic 
psychological or neurological 
process. Such disorders do not 
include learning problems which 
are due primarily to visual, 
hearing, or motor handicaps, 
mental retardation, emotional 
disturbance, or an environmental 
deprivation. 

5. Speech Impairments: 

Disorders of language, 
articulation, fluency, or voice 
which interfere with 
communication, pre-academic or 
academic learning, vocational 
training, or social adjustment. 
Examples include but are not 
limited to cleft lip and/or palate 
with speech impairment, 
stammering, stuttering, 
laryngectomy, and aphasia. 

6. Other Impairments: 

Not limited to conditions listed 
below. 

Cardiovascular and 
Circulatory Conditions 

Include but are not limited to 
congenital heart disease, 
rheumatic fever and chronic 
rheumatic heart disease, 
arteriosclerotic and degenerative 
heart disease, other diseases or 
conditions of the heart, other 
hypertensive diseases, varicose 
veins and hemorrhoids, and other 
conditions of the circulatory 
system. 

Mental, Psychoneurotic, or 
Personality Disorders 

Any emotional or behavioral 
neurosis that has, or could create, 
an unstable condition in the 
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individual's actions. Include but 
not limited to psychotic 
disorders, psychoneurotic 
disorders, alcoholism, drug 
dependence, and other character, 
personality, and behavior 
disorders. 

Blood Serum Disorders 

Hemophilia, sickle cell anemia, 
HIV/AIDS, and disorders where 
the cause is unknown. 

Respiratory Disorders 

Tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, emphysema, 
pneumoconiosis and asbectosis, 
bronchiectasis, chronic 
bronchitis and sinusitis, other 
diseases of respiratory system. 

Diabetes/Epilepsy 

Other conditions that require an 
administrative or academic 
adjustment such as class 
schedules, parking, and course 
adjustments, and do not fit into 
any of the above categories may 
also qualify. Contact the 
Coordinator of Services and 
Programs for Students with 
Disabilities at a community 
college institution for further 
information. 

Should I tell the 
community college 
about my disability? 



1 . It is illegal for any college to 
make pre-admission inquiries 
about a student's disability. 

2. Students with disabilities 
apply under the same 
guidelines as all other 
students. 

3. The only time your disability 
needs to be mentioned in the 
application process is if you 
wish to request special 
admission consideration. 

In order to receive services at any 
community college, you must 
register with the office responsible 
for programs and services for 
students with disabilities. 



Documentation is necessary to 
verify every disability. In order to 
make sure that services are 
available on the first day of classes, 
make contact early, and provide all 
medical or psychoeducational 
information before classes begin. If 
you have learning disabilities, a 
"current" psychoeducational 
evaluation will be necessary. 
Contact community colleges of 
interest to see how "current" is 
defined. If you are still in high 
school, and the most current 
evaluation is older than three years, 
obtain a new evaluation before 
graduation. Evaluations in college 
are generally at the expense of the 
student. 



The 
following information may help 
you in making a more informed 
decision. 
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mericans with Disabilities Act 



The Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA) was signed into law on 
July 26, 1990. This act protects 
millions of Americans with 
disabling conditions from 
discriminatory practices in public 
accommodations (including 
colleges and universities), 
employment, transportation and 
telecommunications. The ADA 
extends the coverage of Section 
504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 
1973. 



The ADA protects every person 
who either has, used to have, or is 
treated as having, a physical or 
mental disability which 
substantially limits one or more 
major life activity. Individuals who 
have serious contagious and 
noncontagious diseases such as 
HIV/AIDS, cancer, epilepsy or 
tuberculosis are also covered under 
the auspices of ADA. 



Employment 

Community Colleges, as employers 
of students, faculty and staff, may 
not discriminate against qualified 
individuals with disabling 
conditions and must reasonably 
accommodate the disabilities of 
qualified applicants or employees 
unless undue hardship would result. 

Public Services 

Community Colleges may not 
discriminate against qualified 
individuals with disabling 
conditions by excluding them from 
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participating in or denying them the 
benefits of the services, programs 
or activities of the university. 

Public 

Accommodations 

Public facilities of Community 
Colleges, including student unions, 
museums, athletic arenas, 
auditoriums, libraries, recreational 
facilities, etc., must be accessible to 
individuals with disabling 
conditions. 
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Telecommunications 

Telecommunication relay services 
for hearing and speech impaired 
persons must be provided.

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ederal Rehabilitation Act 



Section 504. 

Federal Register I Vol. 45, 
No. 92, pg. 30937-30944 

Section 504 is designed to 
eliminate discrimination on the 
basis of disability in any program 
or activity receiving federal 
financial assistance. It provides that 
no qualified person with a 
disability shall, on the basis of 
disability, be excluded from 
participation in, be denied benefits 
of, or otherwise be subjected to 
discrimination under any program 
or activity which receives or 
benefits from federal financial 
assistance. A person with a 
disability refers to any person who 
has a physical or mental 



impairment which substantially 
limits one or more major life 
activities, has a record of such an 
impairment, or is regarded as 
having such an impairment. 

Admissions and 
Recruitment 

Qualified persons with disabilities 
may not, on the basis of disability, 
be denied admission or be 
subjected to discrimination in 
admission or recruitment. 
Institutions may not make pre- 
admission inquiry as to whether an 
applicant for admission is a 
handicapped person. After 
admission, the college may make 
inquiries on a confidential basis as 
to disabilities that may require 
accommodation. 




Academic 
Adjustments 

Colleges shall make such 
modifications to academic 
requirements as are necessary to 
ensure that such requirements do 
not discriminate or have the effect 
of discriminating, on the basis of 
disability, against a qualified 
disabled applicant or student. 
Academic requirements that the 
recipient can not demonstrate that 
are essential to thf; program of 
instruction being pursued by such 
student or to any directly related 
licensing requirement will not be 
regarded as discriminatory within 
the meaning of this section, 

Modifications may include changes 
in the length of time permitted for 
the completion of degree 
requirements and adaptation of the 
manner in which specific courses 
are conducted. Colleges shall take 
such steps as are necessary to 
ensure that no student with a 
disability is denied the benefits of, 
excluded from participation in, or 
otherwise subjected to 
discrimination under the education 
program or activity operated by the 
school because of the absence of 
educational auxiliary aids for 
students with impaired sensory, 
manual, or speaking skills. 

Section 504 is too lengthy a 
document to include in this 
publication.

6H-L041 Substitute 
Admission and Graduation 
Requirements 

( 1 ) Each district board of trustees 
of a public community college 
shall develop and implement 
policies and procedures for 
providing reasonable 
substitution for eligible 
students as required by 
Chapter 86- 1 94, Laws of 
Florida. In determining 
whether to grant a 
substitution, documentation to 
substantiate that the disability 
can be reasonably expected to 
prevent the individual from 
meeting requirements for 
admission to the institution, 
admission to a program of 
study, entry to upper division, 
or graduation shall be 
provided. For purposes of this 
rule, the following definitions 
shall apply. 

a) Hearing Impairment. A 

hearing loss of thirty 
decibels or greater, pure 
tone average of 500, 1 000, 
2000 Hz, ANSI, unaided, 
in the better ear. Examples 
include, but are not limited 
to, conductive hearing

impairment or deafness, 
sensorineural hearing 
impairment of deafness, 
high or low tone hearing 
loss or deafness, and 
acoustic trauma hearing 
loss or deafness. 

b) Visual Impairment. 

Disorders in the structure and 
function of the eye as 
manifested by at least one of 
the following: visual acuity of 
20/70 or less in the better eye 
after the best possible 
correction, peripheral field so 
constricted that it affects one's 
ability to function in an 
educational setting. Examples 
include, but are not limited to, 
cataracts, glaucoma, 
nystagmus, retinal 
detachment, retinitus 
pigmentosa, and strabismus. 

c) Specific Learning Disability. 

A disorder in one or more of 
the basic psychological or 
neurological processes 
involved in understanding or 
in using spoken or written 
language. Disorders may be 
manifested in listening, 
thinking, reading, writing, 
spelling, or performing 
arithmetic calculations. 
Examples include dyslexia, 
dysgraphia, dysphasia, 
dyscalcula, and other specific 
learning disabilities in the 
basic psychological or 
neurological process.

2) The policies and procedures 
shall include at least the 
following: 

a) A mechanism to identify 
persons eligible for 
reasonable substitutions 
due to vision impairment, 
hearing impairment, 
dyslexia or other specific 
learning disability. 

b) A mechanism for 
identifying reasonable 
substitutions for criteria for 
admission to the institution, 
admission to a program of 
study, entry to upper 
division, or graduation 
related to each disability. 

c) A mechanism for making 
the designated substitutions 
known to affected persons. 

d) A mechanism for making 
substitution decisions on an 
individual basis, and 

e) A mechanism for a student 
to appeal a denial of a 
substitution or to appeal a 
determination of 
ineligibility. 

3) The policies shall provide for 
articulation with other state 
institutions which shall 
include, at a minimum, 
acceptance of all substitutions 
previously granted by a state 
postsecondary institution. 

4) Coordination of the provision 
of technical assistance in the 
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Postsecondary 
Education 

240 A 52 Impaired and 
learning disabled persons; 
admission to postsecondary 
institutions; substitute 
requi, ^.nents; rules. 

Any person who is hearing 
impaired, visually impaired, 
dyslexic, or who has a specific, 
learning disability shall be eligible 
for reasonable substitution for any 
requirement for admission to a state 
university, community college, or 
postsecondary vocational 
institution where documentation 
can be provided that the person's 
failure to meet the admission 
requirement is related to the 
disability. The State Board of 
Education, the Board of Regents, 
and the State Board of Community 
Colleges shall adopt rules to 
implement this section and shall 
develop substitute admission 
requirements where appropriate.

Academic Skills 
Test (CLAST) 

240.107 College-level 
communication and 
computation skills 
examination (CLAST). 

1 ) It is the intent of the 
Legislature that the 
examination of college-level 
communication and 
computation skills provided in 
s. 229.551 serve as a 
mechanism for students to 
demonstrate that they have 
mastered the academic 
competencies prerequisite to 
upper-division undergraduate 
instruction. It is further 
intended that the examination 
serve as both a summative 



evaluation instrument prior to 
student enrollment in upper- 
division programs and as a 
source of information for 
student advisors. It is not 
intended that student passage 
of the examination supplant 
the need for a student to 
complete the general 
education curriculum 
prescribed by an institution. 

2) State universities and 
community colleges shall 
conduct a minimum of two 
administrations, one of which 
may consist of an alternative 
administration, of the college- 
level communication and 
computation skills 
examination per academic 
term. Such administrations 
shall be available to all lower- 
division students seeking 
associate of arts or 
baccalaureate degrees. State 
universities and community 
colleges shall report at a 
minimum the examination 
scores of all students who are 
currently enrolled in their 60th 
credit hour. 

3) No state university or 
community college shall 
confer an associate of arts or 
baccalaureate degree upon any 
student who fails to complete 
successfully the examination 
of college-level 
communication and 
computation skills. Students 
who receive their associate of 
arts degree prior to September 
1 , 1982, shall be exempt from 
the provisions of this 
subsection.

4) The State Board of Education, 
by rule shall set the minimum 
scores that constitute 
successful completion of the 
examination. Determinations 
regarding a student's 
successful completion of the 
examination shall be based on 
the minimum standards 
prescribed by rule for the date 
the student initially takes the 
examination. 

5) Any student who, in the best 
professional opinion of the 
university, has a specific 
learning disability such that he 
cannot demonstrate successful 
completion of one or more 
sections of the college-level 
communication and 
computation skills 
examination and is achieving 
at the college level in every 
area except that of the 
disability, and whose 
diagnosis indicates that further 
remediaton will not succeed in 
overcoming the disability, 
may appeal through the 
appropriate dean to a 
committee appointed by the 
president or vice-president for 
academic affairs for special 
consideration. The committee 
shall examine the evidence of 
the student's academic and 
medical records and may hear 
testimony relevant to the case. 
The committee may grant a 
waiver for one or more 
sections of the college-level 
communication and 
computation skills 
examination based on the 
results of its review.

Federal and State laws guarantee 
disabled students equal 
opportunity in postsecondary 
education.. The college has 
developed special support 
services to assist disabled 
students in achieving equal 
opportunity. These services 
include, but are not limited to, 
assistance with registration, 
advisement, financial aid, 
readers for blind persons, 
interpreters for deaf students, 
note takers, and special 
equipment, as well as 
individualized classes and/or 
tutoring. New Florida legislation 
enabled the College, in certain 
instances, to alter entrance and 
graduation requirements. 



The model we use for delivery 
of services to disabled students 
is atypical. We have determined 
that the best way to provide 
support involves the setting up 
of a separate "Learning Center" 
with tutors who have received 
degrees or special training to 
enhance their ability to work 
with disabled students. Our 
approach to tutorial support 
involves the development of 
prescribed intervention based on 
the specific learning deficits of 
the students. Some students 
appear to do well using a 
modified strategic intervention 
model while others are better 
served using wholistic learning. 
We aim to go beyond support to 
deal with developing approaches 
that will prevent the same 
learning problem from occurring 
again. Our Learning Center is 
financed with auxiliary learning 
aids funds and fees generated by 
charging students to enroll in 
our center.

General Program 

The Disabled Student Services 
office is staffed with one full-time 
professional and one part-time 
paraprofessional. All of our 
students with disabilities are 
mainstreamed; we, at this time, do 
not offer special classes or special 
teachers. We do offer academic 
support services based on the 
nature and severity of the disability. 
Since we are a "commuter" college 
and we do not have on-campus 
housing, students must make their 
own living and housing 
arrangements. 

Recognizing its commitment to 
provide equal access and equal 
opportunity to students with 
disabilities, the College provides 
special support services and 
auxiliary learning aids. Disabled 
students are encouraged to contact 
the Disabled Student Specialist to 
make arrangements for any 
assistance, to receive an orientation 
to the campus, and to discuss the 
support the will need to complete 
their academic program. 



Seminole Community College is an 
"open door" institution. Applicants 
who have graduated from a 
nationally accredited high school or 
who have obtained a GED are 
eligible for admission. Applicants 
who do not meet the above criteria, 
but are 21 years or older, may be 
admitted as "provisional admission 
students." 

Placement tests are required for all 
degree-seeking students and non 
degree students seeking to enroll 
college level English or 
Mathematics courses. Low 
placement test scores received by 
disabled students are interviewed 
by appropriate Student Services 
personnel to determine if the test 
results are a function of the 
disabling condition. At the request 
of the student, appropriate 
substitutions can be made through 
the Admissions and Graduation 
Committee. 

Students with disabilities seeking 
admission to limited access 
programs may request substitutions 
of admission requirements after 
making application. The Health- 
Related Programs Admission 
Committee reviews requests for 
substitutions. 



Waivers or substitutions to 
establish graduation requirements 
may be requested by students with 
disabilities in written requests made 
through the Admission and 
Graduation Committee. 

The College Equity Coordinator, 
counselors, disabled student

Rehabilitation 

Vocational Rehabilitation (VR) is a 
division within the Florida 
Department of Labor and 
Employment Security (LES). 
Rehabilitation Services are 
important when a physical or 
mental handicap interferes with 
your ability to work. VR's purpose 
is to help you prepare for, find and 
return to gainful employment. 

Eligibility is determined by a VR 
Counselor after obtaining a 
complete understanding of the 
applicant's situation. Three things 
are important in determining 
eligibility for VR: 

1 . The applicant must have a 
physical, mental or emotional 
disability; 

2. That disability must prevent the 
applicant from getting or 
keeping a job; and 

3. The applicant must benefit 
from VR services in terms of 
employability.
